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INFONET's BASIC permits many users to share a 
central computer conversationally from standard 
keyboard terminals. The BASIC language may be 
used by the newcomer or by the experienced 
professional. Use of our incremental compiler 
allows interruption of program execution at any 
point to inspect and change values, add or remove 
statements, or to immediately execute individual 
statements. INFONET's BASIC includes global, 
area, and specific editing; character manipulation 
within strings; extensive file capacity; and large 
program size. 


Our conversational Remote Job Entry (CRJE) en- 
ables the user who requires an extensive computer 
capability to conversationally develop, pre-test, 
and execute programs arjid data from a standard 
keyboard terminal in his office. Output may then 
be received at a low-speed terminal or a high- 
speed device. CRJE conyerses in FORTRAN, CO- 
BOL, and Assembly Language. The CRJE user can 
call back statements, change values, and perform 
all editing functions available to the BASIC user. 


INFONET's Remote Job Entry (RJE) facilitates pro- 
cessing of large production jobs through a variety 
of high-speed terminals. It may be used in con- 
junction with CRJE. RJE provides an attractive 
alternative to a user considering installation or 
expansion of data processing equipment. It per- 
mits companies to utilize programs too large, 
complex or expensive for their own equipment. It 
also offers an economical backup for data pro- 
cessing overloads. Available languages are FOR- 
TRAN, COBOL, and Assembly Language.

Computer Sciences Corporation was founded in 
1959. Its first project was the development of the 
first major business-oriented compiler for a large 
computer manufacturer. Since then the company 
has designed over 40 compilers and a dozen 
operating systems. CSC has served every major 
computer manufacturer and a broad range of 
computer users in industry, government, and edu- 
cation. In 1963, Computer Sciences Corporation 
offered the first commercial sharing of a large 
central computer facility to remote terminals. 
REMOTRAN, from a Los Angeles center, serviced 
clients as far away as Elouston, Texas. Standard 
CSC applications have been installed throughout 
the world as well as utility packages designed to 
assist the data processing manager, including 
COGENT and EPG-II. The company has steadily 
expanded its capabilities into a broad range of 
disciplines including communications, systems en- 
gineering, education, and facilities management. 

In 1964, CSC was the first computer software firm 
to be admitted to the American Stock Exchange, 
and in 1968 became the first such firm listed on 
the New York Exchange. The corporation stands 
today as a major link joining the Computer 
Sciences with the Information and Systems Sci- 
ences.
